DARK CHOCOLATE (George Murray 1954) $35.00 


Seedling No. 88B: (Tobacco Road x Grand Marshail) This is a 
real advance in the dark browns, possessing a true dark chocolate 
color and being a complete self. It is beautifully formed and the 
broad fall petals have a slight ruffle that adds to the charm of 
a heavy-substanced flower. Although Dark Chocolate increases 
slowly, it flowers over an extended period and produces many 
stalks—3 to 4 or 5—before the season is over, on one year 
plants. For the home gardener who wants profuse flowering this 
itis is ideal. Its solid chocolate coloring is rich, dark and command- 
ingly different. Highly Commended A.I.S. 1953. Midseason. 38”.

Seedling No. 51-11D: (Party Dress x Pink Fulfillment) Named 
for June Kane Meredith Homer of Long Beach, California, it is 
large and a rich pink self deeper in color than Party Dress. This 
iris has wide parts, closed standards and exceedingly heavy sub- 
stance. A heavy tangerine-red beard adds greatly to its showing 
quality in the garden.

Coloring is a rich salmon or peach-pink self, the flow- 
ets being wide and full with extraordinarily good substance. For 
those who have been looking for a different pink, here ‘tis.

Stalks 
are from 10” to 12” in height. eae 


Innominata Hybrids 


In this we present another of the dainty little gems for which Dr. 
Lenz of Rancho Santa Ana Botanic Gardens has become so 
distinguished. Santa Anita offers a perfect choice for rockery 
planting, bordering or low accents. The effect of the flower is 
very rich indeed—like molten gold splashed on the purple vel- 
vet. The predominating color is the purple, made even more vivid 
by the contrast. To be exact, for purposes of strict color record, 
fall petals are Imperial purple (33/1 to 33) blending to a deep 

Dodge purple toward the end of the petals (732), with center 
signals Saffron yellow (7). Standards and styles are Imperial ae 


purple (33/1). It blooms from early spring into the summer. 
Height 6”. 


Dr. Lenz's work at the Santa Ana Garden reaches high pitch 
in this accompanying innominata. The same can be said for it as 3 
for Santa Anita in relation to uses and attractiveness. The ap- 
pearance and composition of Santa Paula is reminiscent of an old 
fashioned nosegay. The flower is light Indian yellow (6/3). The — 
center of the falls are brushed with deepest Indian yellow (6); 
the standards continue this pleasing theme with a tiny vein of 
the deep Indian yellow at the base (6/2). They are broad, ruffled 
and rounded in form.

ALI BABA (David W. Lyon 1952) $10.00 
(No. D204-47-8 Ranger x Cordovan) We introduced this Iris 
by popular demand. A sister to The Mad Hatter, whose deep 
maroon coloring contrasts with the bright red of the Ali Baba. Its 
standards are spectrum taupe, flushed garnet-brown with broad 
flaring deep garnet-brown falls that darken toward the edges, and 
are of the heaviest velvety texture that does not burn or wilt in 
the sun. Best garden effect is obtained when planted where the 
afternoon sun filters through the blossoms. Its bright red rich- 
ness stole the show here at Irisland, so we named it Ali Baba. 
This cross has a most pleasing fragrance. It blooms from mid- 
season to late, on well branched 44’ stalks. 


ALICIA (Rowlins 1949) $3.00; 3 for $7.50 
A large clear cool silvery blue of smooth iridescent quality. This 
lovely blue comes from a Great Lakes and Gloriole cross and 


inherits their good quality points. 36”. Mid-late. Honorable Men- 
tion A.I.S. 1951.” 


ALLINE ROGERS (Kleinsorge 1950) $3.50 
(Cascade Splendor x Daybreak) This creation is an ashes of 
roses with a blending in of gold into its coloring, which is 
accented at the hafts of the falls and the base of the standards. 
The style arms and beard carry a continuation of this gold flush. 
The broad petals of the flowers are ruffled around the outer 
edges. 34”. Honorable Mention A.J.S. 1951. 


AMANDINE (G. Douglas 1946) $2.00; 3 for $5.00 
This is a cool lemon cream self. Etched with the delicacy and 
clearness of Haviland china, yet of that wonderful substance 
which withstands adverse weather conditions so well. Blossoms 
are beautifully ruffled with broad, rounded full petals of perfect 
form on well branched stalks. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1948. Late 
mid-season to late. 36” 


AMBER GEM (Salbach 1946) $2.00 


An appealing arrangement of shades of soft rose, blended with 
chestnut gold. Pronounced deeper brown veining on the falls. 
Garden effect is rose-amber. Flowers are large, beautifully formed 
and nicely placed on well branched stalks. Blooms need pro- 
tection from extremely hot sun. Mid-season. 36”. 


ANATOLIA (Craig 1949) $3.00 


( (Tiffany x Los Angeles) x Capitola) An oncobred patterned 
light red-violet to lavender in an onco manner, with a slight 
signal patch at the tip of the beard. It is a vigorous grower. 
Midseason. 


APRICOT GLORY (T. Muhlestein 1951) $10.00 
(No. 46-113 x Gay Orchid) The color is the sheerest imaginable. 
A smooth clear, rich apricot deepening at the heart of the flower. 
The beard is the same. It has broad flaring falls, of heavy sub- 
stance, and there are no haft markings. 36”. Blooms midseason 
to late. H. C. 1949, Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1951 


APRICOT SUPREME (Tompkins 1951) $7.50 
(( (Spring Maid x Far West) X (Flora Zenor x Loomis’ 
SQ73)) X (Hall’s 4205 x Pink Salmon) ). Apricot salmon 
with full geranium-red beard. The rich flowers are large with 
broad petals of exceptional substance and lovely smooth finish. 
Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1951. Midseason. 40”. 


ARABI PASHA (G. Anley, of England 1951) $15.00 
((Minerette: Blue Ensign x Windermer) X (Blue Ensign) ) 
A tailored flower of deep corflower blue. The blue beard makes 
Arabi Pasha unique, a quality that will readily be recognized by 
hybridizers. A graceful dip characterizes the falls. Enthusiasti- 


cally received in Great Britain where it was awarded the English 
Dykes Medal 1953. Midseason. 36”. 


ARCADIA BUTTERCUP (Milliken 1947) $1.50 


A clean and clear yellow of very deep tones. Its smooth heavy 
texture, semi-flaring falls and good substance, make it an excellent 
plant for the front of your flower bed. 34”. Early bloomer.

AUBURN (Kleinsorge 1945) $1.50; 3 for $3.75 
This Iris is proving most popular as a garden subject. Its rich, 
deep coppery henna-brown with an intriguing brilliant blue patch 
at the tip of the beard on the falls, has a metallic gold under- 
tone and lovely fragrance. It does not fade in the sun. An early 
bloomer. 36”. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1946 Outstanding. 


AZURE LAKE (Muhlestein 1952) $10.00 
(Azure Skies x Mirror Lake) Blue, smoothly finished, large 
ruffled flower, horizontal flare to the fall petals. The fact that 
extreme ruffling in a blue iris is less frequent makes Azure 
Lake desirable and a departure from the ordinary. High Com- 
mendation A.J.S. 1951. Early midseason. 36”. 


BALLERINA (Hall 1951) $7.50 
(Cherie x Fantasy) This creation, a “Flamingo Pink” series, is 
a very large, wide petaled and ruffled flamingo pink self in 
medium to light tones, with a deep orange beard. Heavy in 


substance; ideally formed, and excellently branched on 3 foot 
stalks. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1953. 


BALLET DANCER (Kleinsorge 1949) $2.50 


(Parentage Chamois x Cascade Splendor) This magnificent 
classically formed, crisp flower is a delightful and distinctive 
apricot-tan self. Large full closed standards and broad nearly 
horizontal falls give emphasis to this beautifully branched tall 
flower of exceptionally heavy substance. 36”. Honorable Mention 
A.1.S. 1949. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1952 


BAY STATE (Corey 1949) $2.00; 3 for $5.00 
(Parentage Pale Moonlight x Great Lakes) From the east we 
find this light blue of note, with a delightful fragrance that 
glistens and sparkles in the sunlight. The flowers are large and of 
good firm substance, stalks tall with five way branching. Honor- 
able Mention A.I.S. 1949. 38”. Mid-late season. 
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BIG TIME (Lapham 1951) $12.00 
( (Red Waves x P. Cook’s No. 2044) x (Redward x Copper 
Rose) ) A charming and lustrous rose-red. The standards are 
bronzy Estruscan. red slightly flushed purple. The falls are rosy 
acajou red, lighter at the edges, overlaid with a blackish lustre. 
The hafts are brownish. The beard is deep reddish yellow. Nice 
large flowers well placed on excellently branched stalks. 39”. 
Midseason. 


BLACK & GOLD (Kleinsorge-Salbach 1943) $1.00 


A striking variegata, with standards of deep rich chrome yellow, 
and black maroon falls. Flowers are of medium size. Tall. Mid- 
season. 


BLACK FOREST (Schreiner 1945) $1.00 


Rich, silky ebony-blue-black with a deep blue beard the same as 
the flower. Even the heart of the flower is as dark as deep night. 
The nicely formed fragrant blooms are of medium size on medium 
height stalks. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1948. 33”. 


BLUE ANGEL WINGS (McKee 1949) $2.00; 3 for $5.00 


(Snow Flurry x ( (Misty Rose x Miobelle) x (Snow Flurry) ) ) 
Blue suggestion like a powdery blue over white. Garden size of 
pleasing proportions. Midseason. 36”. 


BLUE RHYTHM (Whiting 1945) $1.00 
Awarded the Dykes Medal 1950. The color is almost cornflower 
blue and has a silvery sheen. Good size blooms with full broad 
petals. There are no haft markings to detract from its smoothness 
of beauty. A good grower with fine branching. Mid-late. 38” 


BLUE RIM (Larsen 1948) $2.50 


((Purissima x Alameda) x (Aldura)) Without reservation this 
is one of the outstanding among the recent plicatas. Large blooms 
with wide rounded petals, smooth substance. Standards are 
heavily sprayed with clear medium blue, fall petals etched around 
the edges, leaving center of falls almost white. An eye-catcher 
in the garden. Midseason. 36”. 


BLUE VALLEY (K. Smith 1947) $2.00; 3 for $5.00 


This is one of the truest blues. It is a seedling from a Lake 
George x Great Lakes cross. The large ruffled blooms with flaring 
falls are medium blue which continues well into the heart of the 
flower, with a smooth texture, and metallic sheen sparkles 
ama the entire flower. Mid-season. 36”. Award of Merit 
1 ; 


BLUING (Oncocyclus Hybrid) (Craig 1952) $4.00 
(Purissima x Capitola) A small plant suitable for the front of 
the flower bed or as a border plant. This flower, a light blue 
self, has a distinct oncobred form. Flares as if starched. 


BLUMOHR (Marx 1949) $5.00; 3 for $12.50 


(Parentage William Mohr x Orloff) Pure lavender blue, near 
plumbago blue, with no veining whatever to be seen on the 
flowers. A blue “William Mohr” in form, with exceptional tex- 
ture and substance. A single bloom lasts in the garden for three 
or four days. The branching is fair, height 36”. Mid-season. 
H. M. 1949. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1952. Pictured on page 21. 


BRIGHT HOUR (Douglas 1952) $15.00 
((Cook’s #129-42) x (Extravaganza x Wabash) ) Admirable 
is the word for this striking amoena, an admitted improvement 
on Wabash for color. Closely cupped silver-white standards, 
attractively ruffled are a feature, as are also the white styles 
which shade to cream at the base. The beard is clear yellow and 
the falls are velvety purple with clear ruffled white border ex- 
tending part way around the edges. Honorable Mention A.1.S.

BRILLIANT AMBER (Salbach 1947) $1.50; 3 for $3.75 


A large bloom in brilliant shades of golden brown and amber, 
with just a suggestion of pink in its makeup. Well closed stand- 
ards of deep amber with slight pink cast. Falls are semi-ilaring, 
of bright golden brown with deeper gold veining. A deep yellow 
beard enhances the tone. Mid-season. 40”. 


BRYCE CANYON (Kleinsorge 1944) $1.00; 3 for $2.50 


Definitely a color break which has rightfully become a “must 
have” to all Iris enthusiasts. Its warm henna-copper flower, with 
domed standards and broad, well rounded falls of fine substance 
and branching is breath-taking. Runner-up for Dykes Medal 1948. 
Mid-season. 36”. 


BURGUNDY SPLASH (T. Craig 1949) $6.00; 3 for $15.00 


Large well formed broad petaled flowers of exceptionally heavy 
substance. Standards are a subdued burgundy, the falls a creamy 
yellow, heavily stippled a richer and more intense burgundy 
around the outer edges. This is one of Tom’s finest plicatas. 36”. 


BUTTERFLY WINGS (White 1946) $2.00 
((Pink Jadu x I. Susiana) x (Theme x Sacramento) ) Ever 
popular is a characteristic of this oncobred, for iris lovers, more 
and more, are showing their regard for Bufferfly Wings. I: has 
oyster shell blue standards and the fall petals are heavily veined, 
creating the illusion of the iridescent wings of a butterfly. 
Honorable Mention 1947. Early mid-season. 36”. 


CAHOKIA (Faught 1948) $5.00 
Certainly a fine addition to the light blue class. There is a 
tantalizing tint of turquoise in Cahokia that intrigues a lover of 
blue Iris. A true gem for flower lovers. Honorable Mention A.LS. 
1949. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1951. Mid-late. 40”. 


CALIFORNIA ROSE (Salbach 1947) $2.00 
(Parentage Marquita seedling x Prairie Sunset) An Iris beauti- 
fully formed of enticing pure pinkish old rose. Said to be one of 
Mr. Salbach’s best introduction. Large blooms and of good sub- 
stance. Mid-season. 35”. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1947. 


CAMPFIRE GLOW (Whiting 1947) $3.50 
A pure self of glowing ruby red, heavily overlaid with bright 
copper, giving it a metallic finish. There are no haft markings and 
even the beard is red, glinted with copper. Blooming period said 
to be as long as four weeks. This Iris does not make large plants. 
Winter hardy. Honorable Mention 1947. Mid-season to late. 36”. 


CAPTAIN FROM CASTILE (DeForest 1951) $5.00 
(Vision of Merza x Firecracker) A bright large flowered yellow 
and brown plicata. The ground color is a rich yellow with dark 
brown stitchings.

PLANTING DIRECTIONS 
for Bearded Iris 


Iris will grow well and bloom freely if planted in well drained soil and have at least one-half 


day’s sun. Dig the ground well to a depth of about 10 inches. Bone meal may be worked in if a 


desired. When planting a rhizome, spread the small roots out, firm the soil about them and 
have the rhizome or bulb-like portion of the plant just below the soil level about one-half inch. 
Type of soil makes a great difference, but if soil is sandy plant 1 inch below. Plant from 12 to 
24 inches apart. 


Water well after planting, keeping moderately moist until well established and growing. 
Thereafter, every 10 days or two weeks is sufficient, although judgment should be used according 


to the type of soil. Bearded iris like plenty of watering just before blooming time, although 


water should never be allowed to stand around the plants. Keep ground lightly cultivated and 
plants clean, so that the sun can reach the ground around them at all times. i 


The proper time to fertilize is after plants are well established (late winter or early spring). 
Barnyard steer manure, well rotted, is one of the best fertilizers. Be most careful not to allow 
any fertilizers to come in contact with plants, as this will cause rot. 


It is advisable to divide and replant the iris every three years (June to October). A new 
location is recommended for best results and you will be well repaid by observing this.

These are California and Oregon natives and thrive in almost any 
location in the garden with the average amount of care and watering. 
However, we advise some sun. Greatly admired in a garden cluster. 
They are grand plants for the perennial border, and do not require 
resetting for several years. Ideal as cut flowers for arrangements. 


These little beauties start blooming out here in California about 
mid-April and bloom intermittently well into June. Plants are ever- 
green. 


The only time these plants can be divided is in the middle of the 
winter, while dormant. We will ship established divisions from No- 
vember Ist to early March (damp packed). Where extremely cold 
winters prevail, March shipments are preferable, unless protection is 
given, until the plants are well established.

Out here 
in Southern California we treat them just as any other Iris. 

CULTURE—Plant late in summer, or early in fall. 

In preparing your Iris beds, incorporate a generous amount of 
compest and well rotted steer, or other organic fertilizer. Louisianas 
give best performance in enriched soil. Set plants about two feet 
apart, where different varieties are used. Shallow planting is best 
(rhizomes just covered). Keep the ground mulched with leaf mold, 
compost, or steer fertilizer, and well watered while in the growing 
stages, especially until they have established themselves, then again 
in early spring during pre-blooming seasonal growth. 


ACCENTS DARK $3.00 
Huge giganticaerulea type flaring form flowers in rich warm 
purple of smooth texture on tall stalks.

Spuria Iris 


The Spurias, sometimes called the “butterfly Iris,’ are hardy and 
easy to grow. They range from three to five feet in height and will 
grow in almost any location of the garden. They are especially fine 
for background plantings. 

Their blooming season starts near the last of the Bearded Iris 
season, thus prolonging Iris display in the garden. Too, they are one 
of the finest for flower arrangements and especially fine for corsages, 
resembling orchids. 

Once planted, they establish themselves and do not need to be 
transplanted for several years. Like the other rhizomous Iris, they 
should be given shallow plantings, that is, just cover the rhizomes. 
Plant from 114 to 2 feet apart. 


For specimen blooms we suggest an application of steer fertilizer 
around your plants, in early spring, when new growth is starting up. 
A compost mulch is very fine too. Keep them well watered during 
their growing season, especially the pre-blooming growth.
